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TREASURERS REPORT. 


STATE OF Kansas, TREASURER’s OFFICE, 
TOPEKA, December 30, 1873. 


To His Excellency, T. A. OsBorn: Governor of the State of 


Kansas: 


Sir: In compliance with the law defining the duties of Treas- 
urer of State, I have the honor to submit. the following report of 
the receipts and disbursements of this office, being a full state- 
ment of the financial transactions of this department, and showing 
the condition of the different funds at the close of the fiscal year 
' ending November 30, 1873: 

The small balance of Union Military funds remaining in the 
treasury at the end of the last fiscal year was exhausted during 
the month of December. We observed the same rules in its pay- 
ment that governed us from the beginning. In our last annual 
report we gave a detailed statement of our proceedings, which 
we think met with the hearty approval of the Legislature and of 
the public generally. We would again call attention to the 
. balance of these claims which still remain unpaid and unprovided 
for, and suggest that more urgent measures be adopted to hasten 
their final settlement by the General Government, that the just 
obligations of the State may be met. 

We also called attention in our last report to the provisions of 
an act approved March 2, 1872, requiring county treasurers to 
pay over to this office all moneys collected for payment of interest 
and sinking fund of all registered municipal bonds.. A large 
portion of this interest falls due on the first days of January and 
July, while county treasurers are not required to settle with this 
office until some time after the semi-annual payment of interest 
at New York is due. The practical inconvenience of this dis- 
crepancy is too apparent to call for more than a passing notice. 
As we are required to open bond and interest accounts with every 
county, township and municipality in the State, that have issued 
bonds, prepare a statement of the same, to be sent to New York, 
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together with a duplicate of all the bond registers, for the use 
and guidance of State agents in the payment of coupons, several 
months of delay, annoyance and vexation are spent by holders 
of coupons before payment is received, thus working serious det- 
riment to the interest and credit of the State. We would there- 
' fore recommend that such changes be made in the law as shall 
remedy this defect, that necessary funds may be in*the proper 
place in time to meet the maturing interest promptly. Many 
county treasurers have avoided this inconvenience by remitting 
directly to their New York agents, or otherwise paying their 
interest when due. 

While there are some differences of opinion in regard to our 
duties under the existing law, we find it impossible to discharge 
the responsibilities of this department, without receiving and dis- 
bursing large amounts in exchange. In this réspect, as in all 
others, our action and our policy have been dictated by the 
interests of the Treasury and the convenience of the people. 

When the $336,817.00 was appropriated by the General Gov- 
ernment to pay the Union Military claims, it was remitted in 
drafts on St. Louis and New York. The various payments of 
the five per cent. on the sale of public lands have also been in 
exchange. If the law as many interpret it, had been strictly com- 
plied with, these moneys could not have been received. In this 
case, as in all others, it was disposed of as the best interest of 
the public demanded -—some remitted to New York to meet accru- 
ing interest, some converted into currency, some into exchange 
of convenient dimensions, and all disbursed as the wants of the 
office required. 

For a detailed statement of the receipts, expenditures and bal- 
ances of the several funds, I refer you to the accompanying 
tables.
